Coneinnion of the Trial of Salvador, or
Pellicer—Tae Unharge—-VYerdior of the
Jury, Eie |
Juoge Gilbert summed up the case in an able

snd extremely lucid address, He ssid, though

a good deal of time had been consumed in the

heanng, ke rguuuona. both of law and k-,

neceseary for the ‘hur, to consider, lay in a very

small conpasm. The Tur_v must be satinfied, tirs’,
that Otero was roully murdered, which pont

w a8 most conclusive; and next, ns to who were

his murderers.  The evidence on this latter
pint was' entirely clronmetantial; but some

rwes olronmstantinl ovidence was more satis
fuetory than direct testimony, 0w many were
concerned in this murder? Evidently more

than one; and this being so, he must
tell them thut woy ope present at the
time of the murder, and alding and
abetting  the actual asspssin,  was  equall

guilty with hum, though he might not himself
huve struck a blow. Now the guestion was, was
thure a conapiracy between Gonxules and the
prisuer b perpetrate this erime?  Polnting out
10 the jury the repeated meetings ol Gonzales
and Pellicer, (helr connge ot lsdgings on the
day of the murder, the tacts that they were toe
last persous seen in Otero’s company, and that
thes consorted 1ogether arter the erime had been
commitied, and toge!her went out to purchase
clothes, which Gonzales puid for with the pro-
ceeds of hé murder, hls Honor came to the
weapons found in the Park, sud asked thy jury
to suy who could have them there,

poth the razor and the daegger had been traced
inro Pellicer's porsession, and neither was shown
to have been trapsferred hﬂ him to anybody
elee, The sngeestion of the defense was that it
was Veln who committed the crime; but it the
jury belleved the evidence of Edward Fan as to
the time Vela retorned o the Holel de Cuba,
and the testimony of Mills as to the hour at
which the body was found, Vela could not have
beern in Brooklyn when the erite was committed,
They had heard the prisoner’s oxplanation given,
throvgh his counsel, of the part he took in the
aflnir, and of the mauner in which the cuts on
his hands were infiicted.

If in the evidince ol the prosecution thor
could find anything to support this statement it
wis their duty to take 1his corroborative evi-
dence into their consideration; but, for himself,
he contessed he did not see that there was the
glightest evidence to support the prisoner’s state-
ment.  However, i from the testymony adduced
by the prosecution, the jury could construct any
theory consistent with the suppo.tion of the
prironer’s innocence, it would be tnelr duty to
give that theory the prelerence over any othoer
theory based slmply ¢co the assumption of his
guilt; but it woe not their business to trayel out
of the case to construct & lancitul theory, either
to acquit or convict him. Whether 1here wis
third person concerned in the murder or not—
whether Vela was gullty or mmnocent ol any par.
tiopation in this erime—was beside the ques-
tion, The duty of the jury was simply to in-
quire whether Pellicer, the prisoner at dw bar,
“ﬂm guilty or not guilty or the crime laid to his
charge.

Thgeiury retired lo deliberate on their verdict
al a quarter-past b o'clock, and remained ubsent
until twenty mioutes past 6, when they returned
to the Court Room.

When it was announced that the jory were
returning all present resumed their seats, and
while the jury were being conducted te thoir
places & deep Silence prevailed. The prisoner,
who was in an adjoining room, wasthen broaght
into Court and resumed the scat he has ocoupied
duting the trinl. As he entered he cast his eyes
down to the floor, and when he recomed his seat
he ventured to make a casual glance at the jury.
When the jory had taken their scats the Ulerk
ol the Court called the names ot the jury, when
the following ceremony of receiving the verdict
was then gone through with:—

Clerk—Gentiemen of the jory, have you agreed
upon a verdiot ¥ -

Foreman—We have,

Clerk—How say yon? Do you find the pris-
oner at the bar tzuﬂty ol the crime o!' whioh he
stunds charged ?

Foreman—Guiliy,

Clerk—Gentlemen of the fury, you say you
find the prisoner at the bar guilty of murder in
the first degree, and so eay you all?

The jury was then polled, the Clerk of the
Court calling each individual by name, and the
verdiet was recorded,

munded for sentence,

The Court—The officers will take the prizoner
in charge and remand him to jail.

EXTENSIVE FIRE IN BROOKLYN.

Destruaetion of the Atlantie White Lead
Works—Loss Estimated at Betweon
£200,000 and §3200,000,

Shortlty before 9 o'clock lust evening & fire
bioke out in the Atlantic White Lead Works,
occupying nearly the entire block bounded b
Gold and Marshall streets, Hudson avenue an
the river, and resulting in the destruction of an
immense smounl of property,

One portion of the premises is ocoupled for the
manuofacture of white lead and paints, and the
other part for the manufacture of linseed oil
There are a number of buildings, of brick, lour
and five storles in height, all of which were
filled with raw and manuisctured materials,
smong which were gome 12,000 gallons of oil,

The fire originated In the vicinity of the smoke
stack in the centre building on Marshall strect,
and the foors belng saturated with oll, the
flames spread with tearful rapidity until the
whole was envelopeds, A strong wind from a
portherly direction impelled the burning embers
a distance of several hundred rif“ds and it was
feared would extend the con a.;\ou. but for-
funately the flames were confined to the premises
where the fire originated,

The light from the burning fire could be seen
from unﬂornon of the city. After the fire had
progressed for about half an hour the walls of
the main bulldipg fell in, causing & succession
of reports like that of heavy artillery, and gave
rise to the rumor that there had been an explo-
sion, The main buildg of the white lead fac-
tory and the old lingeed oil factory, with ma-
chinery and contents, were totally destroyed.
The new lingeed oll , factory, being a fireproof
building, on the corner of Hudson avenue and
Marshall street, was saved, né were also the
bulldings contalning the white lead “beds” ou
the Gold strect side,

About one hondred and fifty men are thrown
out of employment by this fire. The Brookliyn
City Gas Works, Longman's Gold Refinery, and
other extenslve mannfactories were for a time
in great danger, but escaped uninjared,

'ﬁw loss is estimated ot between $200,000 and
$300,000, fully covered by insurance in & number
of companies, but as the books are kept in the
office of the company In New York, the numes
of the offices could not be asceriaived last night,

FROM SAVANNAH.

THE LATE STORM.

Total Loss ofthe British Ship “Mary
Blades”—Her Abandonment at
Sea—Rescue of the Captain
and Crew — Interesting
Particulars.

- B

From the Savannah Republiican, 200k,

The British ship Mary Blades, Captaln John
Hoge, bound from Now York to Cork, lreland,
with a cargo of white oak timber, l]’l‘l‘lng n
leak, snd was abandoned at sea, on the Zith
December, in latitude 37 N., longitude 64 W,

We are indebied to Capiain Hoge for the fol-
lowing faots re ing the disaster:—*'We left
New York on the 20th Decembar Iast, and soon
aiter petting to gen experionced very severe
weather—the wind blowing aperfect hurricane—
the ses wasning completely over the ship at
timnes, causing her to straln and labor heavily,
To add to our misfortune, we soon dizoovered
that we had sprung a 12ak.

“The wenther continued unfavorable, and on
the 23d the crew were entirely exhausted by
their sovere labora—three belse completely
prostrated owing to the severe exposure snd
exertions, At 7 on the evening ol the 2lst,
all hunds onme to me and srited that they
could do no more w0 keep the ship afloat, she
having at {his time five feet of water in her hold,
By great persuasion, the men were induced to
work the pumps until daylight, the leak sull

alning on the pumpe. On the morning of Bun-

, the 24th, we suw a sail shead, which
roved to be the American schooner Koy,
nptain W. Elliott, tound from Boston to Jack-
sonville, Florida. -

“Ag there was now gix feet of water in the ship,
the leak gaining rapidly on s, and the crew
utterly exhausted, we halled the Korel to take
ue all‘on board, it being impossible to keep our
ghip afloat any lenger. Captain Elhott very
promptly answered our sienals and extended all
the semstance in his power, laying his vessel to
quickly. Our boats were got out with great
Jlﬂlcufty. and alter taking what clothing and
provisions we could carry, we ruluuu;utl\_r_ aban-
doned our ship, there boing aow seven feet of
water i her hold.

“hree hourd piter getting aboard the Korel, a
feariul storm arose, and the vessel was foreed to
lay to in a tremendous burricane which raged
g0 fturiously that for feveral hours fears were
entertained that the Koref would go down with
all on board. The weather remained very severe
until the 27th, when the Koret hoisted colors o
a brig, the B. L. George, of Quebee, Captain
, bound to Cuba, and hailed him to take us
sboard, as the Korel was short of water, After
considernble de'ny, the Captuin consented to
take tour of the crew ot the Mary Blades,

“The Korel accordingly lowered a bost and
gent four men to the brig. The weather, instead
ol moderatine, continuved very rough until the
10th, when the Koret holsted the colors of dis
tregs—union down—which were answered by the
barque Maria, of Yarmouth, N. 8., bound to
New York. The Maria took bui seven of the
Mary Bladeg' crew on board, a8 they were short
ol provisions, We saw no vessel subsequently
until the Koret arrived off the bar at Bt. Johos
river, Florida—crossed it on Sunday morning,
the 14th instant—and anchored in the river, On
Tuesday last, at 11 o'clock in the morning, my-
self and the remainder of the officers and crew

of the Hnri; Blades wore most kindly received
by Captain Tngrahim, of the steamer Hilen (Fetly,
and brought to Buvannah.”

Captain Hogg and bis officers and crew desire
to acknowledge the hospitable manner in which
they have been trea by Captain Ingraham,
who spared no efforta to make them feel per-
fectly at hume whnile on board his fine steamer,
The rescued officers and men also tender their
warm thanks to Uaptain Elliott, of the schooner
Koret, for hig kind treatment—Captain Eiliott
and his wife very generously giving up their own
eabin to the use of Captain Hoge and his officers,

The Mary Blades wus owned by Mr. Charles
Blades, of Lancaster, England, and was formerly
the Kale of Thomaston, Maine, We
were unable to learn whether the Mary Blades
or her valuable cargo was insured.;

Recovery of the Bodles of the Capiain,
Pilot, snd & Lady FPassenger of the
Brig * Neva” — Bloody Doeds Ferpe-
irated—Arrest of Oue of the Officers.

The steamer Helen Gdfﬂ brought the Becond
Mate of the brig Neva, which was recently lost
off Bt. John'’s bar, Florida, trom the latter place
to Jacksonville, where he was arrested on suspi-
cion of being cencerned in the murder of Cap-
tain Talbot, who commended the Neoa at the
time of her disaster, the mufilated body of the
captuin having been found on Monday last on
the beach about twelve miles to the Bouthward
of 8i. John's bar, having been washed ashore,

An examination of tlie bedy revealed several
severe hes, The body of the pilot of the ill-
fated Neva was al=o found at the same time and

lace with marks of violence abeut the head.

R‘he remains of the captain were buried in Jack-

sonville, and those of the pilot near Port Mills,

The boéy of a lady passenger was subsequently

found along the same beach.

The bodies of these three indiviTuals are all
that bave been recovered thus far, the second
mate and two seamen taking the small boat, and
escuping from the wreck, Every other soul on
board was lost,

The whole aifair thus far is shrfouded in a fear
ful cloud, but we trust ng effort will be spured
to unvell the mysters, so that the gallows ma
do justice to the wretches of this most disboli-
cal deed,

It is gencrally supposed that during the con-
fusion incident'to the sinking of the Neva, the
murders were committed.
